THe Nortir Canonina 
AGAIN DECLARED CoNsTITUTIONAL.— 
In the case of Garrett vs. Cheshire, from 
Chowan county, the following opinion 
was filed by Mr. Justice Reade of our 
Supreme Court on Wednesday last. It 
will be seen that the opinion sustains 
the constitutionality of the North Caro- 
lina Homestead Law. Chief Justice 
Pearson and Justice Boyden of our Sa- 
preme Court were not present when the 
decision was rendered : 

The compiaint alleges, that on the 32 
of June, 187i, the plaintiff “was the 
owner and in possession of one bay horse 
and one vilack mule, of the value of 


$300. That on that day the defendant 
unlawfully tock the same from his pos- 
session and converted them to his own 
use.” There is nothing else alleged in 
the complaint. 

The answer, after objecting to the 
want of a summons, “denies all the alle- 
gations in the complaint.” There is 
nothing else in the answer. 

The case states that the property in 
controversy had been allotted to the 
plaintiff, as his personal property ex- 
emption as against certain executions 
which were issued against him from 
Chowan Superior Court, on debts con- 
tracted since the ratification of the 
Constitution ; and thereupon the execu- 
tions were returned to Court, endorsed, 
“nothing to be found.” This is of no im- 
portance in the case, and we suppose it 


was stated only to expiain why the al- 
lotment had been made. 
It is further stated as follows: “On 


the 20th of May, 1871, the same proper- 
ty was sold onder an execution irom the 
U.8. Circuit Court at Raleigh, for a 
debt contracted and due in 1867, at 
which sale, the defendant purchased,and 
was placed in possession by the Mar- 
shal.” 

Itis further stated that, “upon the 
trial, the defendant asked the Court to 
charge that the property in coutroversy 
was liable to the execution from the U,. 
S. Circuit Court, and the seizure and sale 
by the Marshal under which he claimed 
were valid.” 


The Court refused so to charge. The 
Jury found the issues for the plaintiff, 


and the defendant appealed. 

Ifaving only appellate jurisdiction, it 
is plain that we are confined to the 
record ; and that we can know no fact 
which is not stated, and can decide no 
point which is not raised, and must sus- 
tain bis Honor unless errer is shown. 
The only error alleged is the refusal of 
his Honor to charge, that the property 
in controversv was liable to the execu. 
tion trom the United States Court, and 
that the sale by the Marshal was valid. 
His Honor must be sustained unless we 
can see that the execution and sale were 
regular and valid. Now,if there can be 
such a thing as an invalid execution, 
we are to take it that this was invalid. 
It is true that it is stated that it issued 
upon a debt due in 1867, and it we as- 
sume, what is not stated. that it was a 
debt due trom the plaintiif, still it is not 
stated that there ever was any judgment 
upon the debt, in any Court, at any 
time. And if there was a judgment, it 
is not stated whether it was alive or 
dormant; or whether it was against the 
plaintiff or some other person; or 
whether it was issued to the Marsial ; 
or what was its form or substance ; or 
whether the levy and sale were regular. 
Surely we cannot say, upon such a skil- 
fully observed state of facts, that the 
defendant was entitled to the charges 
asked for. 

And his Honor could not assume that 
there was a regular judgment and exes 
cution, without assuming what ought to 
be improbable, that an inferior U. 3. 
court, sitting in North Carolina, would 
subject the property of its citizens to 
sale, when the highest court in the 
State had repeatediy decided it was not 
subject to sale, 

It was stated at the bar by the coun- 
sel on both sides that a recent decision 
of the Supreme Court, Gunn vs. Burry, 


which went up Georgia, 
Was supposed to be in cenfiiet 
with Hill vs. MWKessler, 63 N. C, 


R., and several subsequent cases in this 
Court, ip regard to our Homestead ws; 
and that it is of great importauce to 
the public, as well as to those parties, 
that this Court sbould reconsider Hill 
and Kessler. If it were true that the 
United States Supreme Court had deci- 
ded the principles laid down in Hiii vs. 
Kessler contrary wise thereto, we should 
make haste to contorm our decisions to 
the decision of the United States S5u- 
preme Court, because in all cases within 
its jurisdiction, that is the highest 
Court, and the proper adniinistration of 
justice, and the true principtes of our 
Governmert, and the good order of 
socicty and the comity of courts, 
require subordination. We have not 
been furnished with an authentica- 
ted copy of the opinion in the case of 
Gunn and Barry,and have seen only the 


bewspaper report which we to 


be correct. Lnave considered it caretully; 
and I do not think it is in conflict with 
Hill and Kessler, or with any other de- 
cision of this Court. On the contrary, 
itis in exact contormity with our de- 
cisions, If there is any thing seem- 
ingly in conflict it is only a dictum, 
Which binds neither that Court nor us. 
The facts in Gunn and barry were, that 
at the time whenthe Georgia homes 
stead laws were passed Gunn not 
only bad a debt against his debtor, but 
had sued him, and obtained a jadgment 
against him, which judgment was 2 
flea Upon the debtor’s land; and there- 
hy Guon bad «a vested right ia the land, 
which the homestead laws could not 
divest. And tierefore, the U.S. 
preme Court, in its opinion, well says: 
“The effect of the Act in) question 
(the Georgia homestead Act) un- 
der the circumstanees of this jucty- 
ment, does indeed, not merely 
impair, There 
is none lett, But the Act goes stil! 
further. It withdraws the land from the 
lien of the Judgment, and thus destroys 
a vested right of property, which the 
cr ditor had acquired in the pursuit of 
the remedy to which he was entitled by 
the Jaw as it stood when the judgment 
was recovered, It is, in effect, taking 
one person’s property and giving it to 
another without compensativn.” This 


| 


principle was expressiy ccnceded by us 
in Hill vs. Kessler; and was expressly 
decided by us in Wheathen os. Terry, 
64N. CO. R, p. 25, and was the only 
point in that case. And subsequently 
we decided that where there was the 
lien of a trust deed the homestead law 
did not operute. 

It is true that itis not ony decided 
in Guno v. Barry that vested richts were. 
eff-cted in that case, but it is also sard, 
that the Georgia homestead laws impair 
the obligation of contracts, and there- 
fore void. It is also conceded in Hill 
v. Kessler, and in all the cases in our 
Court, that if our homestead laws impair 
the obii.ations of contracts, they are 
void, but our cases are all put upon the 
ground that our homestead laws do not 
impair the obligations of contracts, 
And it may very we!l be that the Geor. 
gia homestead laws do impair con- 
tracts, while North Carolina homestead 
laws do not. They are not at all 
alike. In order to show that the Geor- 
gia homestead laws do impair the obli- 
gation of contracts, the learned Judge 
in his opinion, copies the Georgia ex- 
emption laws prior to the present home- 
stead laws, to show that they were very 
small—land not exceeding $200 in 
value, and personal property of small 
amount, and then he copies the home- 
stead exemptions to show that they 
are very large-—$2,000 land in tee sim- 
ple, with all subsequent improvements 
in addition, and $1,000 persona! prop 
erty. And then the learned Judge 
says, “No one can cast his eyes over the 
the former and later exemptions with- 
out being struck by the greatly increas- 
el magnitude of the latter.” And 
thence the inference is, that the object 
of the later exemptions was not the se 
curing of necessaries to men and their 
families, but to defeat debts. 

Now compare our former exemption 
laws and our present homestead laws 
with those of Georgia. Our Act of 1856 
Rev. C. exempt personal property, arti 
cles by name, which may be of the vaine 
of several huadred collars, more or iess, 
according to the circumstances of the 
debtor’s family. And in 1866-67, prior 
to the existence of the debt in the case 
before us, ap act was passed exempting 
“all necessary farming and mecianical 
tools, oue work-horse, one yoke of 
oxen, one cart or wagon, one mileb cow 
and calf, tifteen head of hogs, 500 Ibs 
of pork or bacon, 50 bushel! of corn, 2 
bushels of wheat,bousehbold and kitchen 
furniture not exceeding $200 in vaiue, 
The libraries of attorneys at Jaw, prac- 
ticing phvsicians and mivisters of the 
gospel, and the instruments of surgeons 
and dentists, used in their profession. 
Acts 66-7 ch. 61. 

It is apparent that an allotment of 
those articles approximate $1,000, and 
in many cases would exceed that sum in 
value. And the same Act allows a 
home nomestead of 100 acres, without 
restriction as to value, which in many 
cases wouid be worth, with theimprove- 
ments, many thousand. 

In 1868 our Constitution was adopt- 
ed, and in that, our present homestead 
law is limited to $1,000 realty, not in 
fee simple, but for a limited time, and 
personalty tothe value of $500. Can 
it be said ef our Homestead law, as the 
learned Judge said of the Georgia law, 
that any one in casting his eye over 
them, as compared with former exemp- 
tions, would be struck by the magni- 
tude of the increase? Our homestead 
law is not an tncrease, but a restriction 
upon tormer exemptions. And they 
were not made to defeat debts, but to 
secure necessaries and comforts to our 
citizens. 

From this explanation it will be seen 
that the decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the Georgia cage, 
copilicts in pothing with our own decis: 
ions; but they are in exact conformity. 
The Georgia case deci*es two points : 
first, that in thac particuiar case, the 
plaintiff had obtained a juc¢gment on 
his debt, before the homestead laws were 
passed, and that, in Gedrgin, that judy- 
Was a dien upon the debtor's prop- 
erty, Which be bad at 1ts rendition; aud 
that thereby the plaintiff bad a vesled 
right, a property, which could not be 
destroyed, or taken from one person and 
given to another. We distinctly con- 
ceded this principle in ifill os. Kessler ; 
and we expressly decided it in Me- 
Keathen vs. Terry. There is then no 
conflict upon this first point. There is 
however this difference between the jaw 
o! Georgia us stated in the Georgin case, 
apd the law in North Carolina: a judg- 
ment in North Carolina prior to the 
Code has never been held to 
be such hen “pon property 
as to create a vested right, or property in | 
the plaintiff, or to divest the property 
out of the defendant, or to invest in the 
officer. The only to:ce of the ticn has 
been to prevent the debtor trom selling 
it. It requires not only a judgment, but 
a /evy to change the property. Ladd es. 
Adams, 66 N. C. R., 164, Norton cx Me- 
Call, /d. 159. 

The second point decided tn Guin vs 
Barry Is, that the Georgia homestead 
laws impair the obligations of contracis, 
We coneeded iu Hill es. that 
any law which had that elect was void, 
We said: “We concede tliat if this ex- 
emption impairs the obligation of con 
tructs, either expressiy or by 
tion, it 3s against the Constitution of the 
United States, and therefore void. * 

* * * We concede also that a con 
tract must be understood with reterence 
to existing Iuws for its eutorcement.” 


And we saiag, aiso, that ihe State 
Cannot abolish or injurtously chance 
the remedy. It is not the de-

know that We Gannet always look 
tothe hardship of cases to) guide our 
decisious—they are the quicksand of 
the law, but still it is proper to look 
to the effect of onr  decisions— 
to enable us to cee wiiether 
we are Carrying out the purposes of ley 
islation. What isthe purpose of ex- 
emption legisiation? I. it to deicet 
debts? We have repeated!y said that 
this was not tne object of cur cxempticn 
laws. But that the purpose was to 
secure necessaries and comforts for our 
citizens. This is not left io inference, 
but our laws have themselves declared 


| this to be the purpose. Rev. ©., chap. 


AS, s. 8. And this is paramount to all 
debts. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States in a late cause, Van Hoffman vs. 
the city of Quincy, 4 Wal. 535, in 
speaking of exemptions which the State 
may make, says: “They may also exempt 
from sale under execution the necessary 
implements of agriculture, the too's of a 
mechavic, and articles of necessity in 
housebold furniture. It is said regula- 
tions of this description have always 
been considered in every civilized com- 
munity as properly belonging to the 
remedy, toe exercised by every sover- 
eignty according to its own views of 
policy and humanity.” And ina former 
case, Bronson vs. Kinzee, 1° How. 
311, Taney, C. J, said the same thing, 
adding that: “It must reside . in 
every State to enable it to secure 
its citizens from unjust and harassing 
litigation, and to protect them in those 
pursuits which are nccessary to the ex- 
istence aud_well being of every com- 
munity.” Aod in Planters Bank vs. 
Sharpe, 6 How. 301., Mr. Justice Wood- 
burry, in delivering the opinion of the 
United States Supreme Court, enumera- 
ted exemption laws among the examples | 
of legislation which might be constitu- 
tionally applied to existing contracts, 
The purpose of our legislation being to 
secure its Citizens the ‘necessaries and 
comforts” of life, and this having been | 
decided to be a legitimate purpose, and 
paramount to all debts, let us see in 
what condition our peopie would be if 
our homestead laws are declared to be 
void. Our homestead and_ personal 
property exemption act, repeals all other 
laws upon the sabject. Therefore our 
debtor class are to be left without any 
exemption whatever! Not even a 
bed or a crust! Nor is there any 
reiief in bankruptcy; because a large 
portion of the debtors have no: the 
means to pay the expenses, nor are their 
debts large enough to bring them uader 
the bunkrupt law. 

And furthermore, the late amendment 
of the baukrupt law allows such exemp- 
tions in each State as the State law 
makes; and North Carolna exempts 
nothing. 

And then we have it, that exemption 
laws, which repeal former and larger 
exemption laws, and which are there- 
tore better for the creditor, are declared 
void because they are too large, and 
impair contracts! And here it is to be 
considered, if necessary exemptions are 
constitutional and unnecssary ones are 
unconstitutional,who is to judge of what 
is necessary? It would seem that the 
Legislature is the proper body. Legis- 
latures have heretofore done it, and the 
Legislature of every State in the Uniou 
linus doue it. And in no single case 
has a Court ever done it. The nearest 
a Court hasever come toit isin the 
Georgia Case, in which the Court says, 
that where there was ap exemption of 
8200 worth of land, and it was increased 
to $2000, the “magniture of the in- 
crease” was palpaole, and made it void. 
Suppose this case: A widow jis allowed 
a year’s support, say $100, and the legis- 
lature alters the law from $100 to $200, 
would the Courts undertake to say that 
it wus unreasonable or unnecessary, and 
therefore void? If trom $100 to $1000 
would be palpable. Orsuppose the 
same as to a debtor. I suppose the in- 
crease would have to be sérading,and the 
wunt of necessity palpabie. It would 
be verging on the ridiculous to say that. 
the Supreme Court of the U. 5. or any 
other Court, better knows the details 


of what is necessary fer the 
“comfort and support” of the 
citizens of North Carolina than the 


Legislature of the State, or that it is a 
question of law, uoless in palpable cases. 
And it would’ be inhumanity to say, 
that, because the Legislature repealed 
one exemption law, and substituted 
another, and a lesser one, therefore the 
debtor should not have any exemption 
at ull. Aod this. too, at a time, when, 
owlng to peculiar circumstances, proba- 
biy one-half of the debtor class are: 
owing more o/d debts than they can pay! 
Nor is this view irrelevant ; because, as 
1 bave already shown in the quotations 
made from United States Supreme Court 
decisions, exemption laws are based 
upon “policy and humanity ;” and they 
do net impair, but are paramount to, 
debts, If under our circumstarces our 
people are to be ieft without any ex- 
emptions, the policy of christian Civiliza- 
tion is lost sight of, and we might almost 
as well return to the inhumanity 
of the Twelve Tabl& of the Roman 
law: ‘If the debtor be tusolvent to sev- 
eral creditors, let bis body be cut io 
pieces on the third market day, It muy 
be cut into more or fewer. pieces, with 
impunity or, his creditors consent to 
it, jet hima be sold to foreigners beyond 
tue Tiber.” Coopers. Justinian, 666, 
App. 

This at least might not involve his 
wite and children in his suffering ; and 
besides, as long as the creditor chose to 
keep him in custody under the Romano 
law, he was obliged to allow him a 
“pound of meal a day.” But, it our ex- 
emptions are declared void, then both 
the debtor and his family go without 
even his “pound of meal.” 

The opinion in aud Kessler, the 
leading case In Gur Court, was prepared 
with care, after much reflection and ja- 
vestigation; the couciusion arrived at 
Was against my former Impressions and 
prejudices, and against my pecunlaly 
interest, but was satisfied then, as 
am now, tiat the dectstoa was right. 
And it will be upheld as the law in 
North Carolina, unless and until the

shali decide thatthe homestead laws o!

| THE Late DIsTURBANCES ON Fay- 
ETTEVILLE STREET—THE TROUBLFS 
AMONG THE WORKINGMEN.—Late on 
Wednesday afternoon, a crowd collected 


around the premises on Fayetteville 
street, on which Messrs, Williamson, 
Upchurch & Thomas are now erecting 
their new store. These gentlemen have 
contracted with Mr. O’Neill to build 
their structure. Mr. O'Neil has in his 
employ a number of mecbanics and 
laborers whom he brought from Salis- 
bury to do the work. The cause forthe 
collection of the crowd at the point 
above specified was because of the re- 
tusul of O’Neill’s hands to conform to 
the eleven hour system adopted by the 
Raleigh mechanics, and the attempt by 
some of the latter to force a compliance 
with these rules, These open demon- 
strations made against the O’Neill men 
caused considerable excitement and re- 
sulted in a suspension of the work for 
the time being, 

The appearance of the crowd on the 
street, blocking up the pavement toa 
considerable distance, resembled an ex- 
cited mob and attracted considerable 
attention. 

Notwithstanding we were assured by 
the Mayor one hour before this scene oc- 
curred, that should an attempt be made 
to interfere with Mr. O’Neills’ men he 
would order out his full police force, 
and if necessary would call out the citi- 
zens to maintain law and order; and 
notwithstanding the disturbance took 
placeSimmediastely in view of his office, 
yet we saw no attempt made by his 
Honor at the time to protect the threa- 
tened mechanics, or to fdisperse the 
crowd, or in anv maner to preserve the 
peace and dignity of the city. 

We condemn the conduct of certain 
laborers in threatening certain other 
laborers because the former exercised 
their undoubted rights of free citizehs 
of the State to work the number ol 
bours per day which they contracted to 
work, 

This isa free country. Men are free 

to work on such terms, not contrary to 
the laws of the land, as they may see 
fit, without any hindrance or terror 
from any source whatever; and no man, 
and no set of men have any earthly 
right to interfere by violence or intim- 
idation. 
We believe in Mechanics Associa- 
tions, for their protection and interest, 
and we will support and defend them 
in all reasonable and proper demands ; 
but we will not countenance nor defend 
lawlessness or violence, nor do we be- 
lieve that such a course will in the end 
prove beneficial to the interests of work- 
ing men. Nor are they the true friends 
of the working men who counse! them 
such a suicidal policy. A lawful pur- 
pose may be jeopardized by unlawful 
means. The threats against O’Neill’s 
mechanics because they work a longer 
number of hours than are allowed by 
the rules of one Society in this city, 
cannot be justified in lawoor morals, es 
pecially as O’Neills men are not mem- 
bers of that Society, and are uncer no 
obligations to be guided by its regula- 
tions. 

We do not know to what extent the 
persons who caused the excitement on 
the public stroets on Wednesday aiter- 
noon have made themselves liabie for 
indictment for conspiracy by the Grand 
Jury of Wake county ; but as the disor- 
derly scenes took place in sight of the 
Mayor’s office, and right under the nose 
of that functionary, without any special 
effort tosuppress the disturbance, when 
it was at its height, we must say that 
Mayor Whitaker is guilty of dereliction 
ot duty in not acting with greater firm- 
ness and discretion and efliciency as a 

ace 

The RaLeien News is no apologist 
for disturbers of the public peuce, 
neither will it by its silence or in any 
manner, give aid or encouragemeni to 


lawlessness and intimidation.

“THE HOMESTEAD LAW IN A 


FOG. 

It will be seen from the opinion of 
the North Carolina Supreme Court, in 
the case of Garrett vs. Cheshire just de- 
livered, which we publish in full in our 
local columns this morning, that the 
decision of Hall os. Kessler, 63 N. C. R, 
is re-afflrmed. Mr. Justice Reade de- 
livered the opinion of the Court. Chief 
Justice Pearson and Justice Boyden 
were not present—being confined to 
their rooms by sickness. As Judge 
Pearson dissented in the case of Hill cs. 
Kessler, it is presumed of course that 
he will not concur in Garrett vs. Ches- 
hire. It appears to be the general im- 
pression that Judge Boyden’s views on 
the Homestead law are the same with 


those of Judge Pearson. 
Mr. Justice Reade holds that the case 


of Gunn vs. Barry, recently decided in the 
United States Supreme Court, declaring 
re-troactive homestead laws unconstitu- 
tional, is not in conflict with the deci 
sion in the case of Hill vs. Kessler. He 
expresses the opinion that Hill vs, Kess- 
ler will be sustained by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. We do 
not concur with his Honor in this opin- 
ion, but trust that he may be right. 
We will have more to say on this sub- 
ject to-morrow. 

To-day we give up our editorial space 
to the following able criticism, prepared 
by an eminent member of the North 
Carolina bar, which reviews the opinion 
filed by Judge Dick in the case of Poe 
vs. Hardy, 63 N. C.R., in which his 
Honor held that the Homestead is a de- 
terminable fee, and therefore excused of 


waste: 
There has seldom been enunciated 


from the bench of any Supreme Court, a 
more illogical opinion than that deliv- 
ered by Mr. Justice Dick in the case of 
Poe v. Hardy 65 N. C. Rep. 447, Janu 

uary Term, 1871, upon the question, 
whether it was che legal duty af the 
Sheriff, to sell the reversion or remainder 
dependent on a homestecd—the homestead 
itself being exempt from execution du- 
ring its existence. 

In order better te understand the point, 
let us ascertain the nature of the estate. 
The homestead is an estate during the 
lives of the husband and wife and the 
survivor of them, and in case of their 
deaths leaving children not yet of age, 
then during the minority of the young- 
est of their children. 

The estate of homestead thus limited, 
is, in substance, an estate so long as A 
and B may live or any one of their chil- 
dren may be a minor. This estate crea- 
ted by the Constitution is, in law, pre- 
cisely the same as one limited to A and 
B and the survivor of them for life, and 
then to their youngest child until he 
shall come to age. The estate, thus 
limited is the same in legal construc- 
tion as if it had been limited to A and 
Band the survivor of them for life. 
The homestead, as understvod by iaw- 
yers was a mere life estate in its nature, 
and was to be attended by all the inci- 
dents of a life estate, which were so 
well known to the people of the State. 
It was settled law of the State, and so 
had been from 1732, that vested rever- 
sions and remainders, dependent on any 
estates in possession and enjoyment, 
though such estates were uncertain as 
to the time of their durability, were such 
interests in real estate as might be sold 
under execution, being embraced under 
the words “lands, hereditaments and real 
estate,” used in Stat. 5 Geo. 2, and 
copied into every revisal of the laws of 
the State since that time. 

The extraordinary opinion of Mr. Jus- 
tice Dick asserts, that the estate in the 
homestead, as created by the Constitu- 
tion is ‘a determinable fee.” It may be 
safely affirmed that not a scintilla juris, 
ancient or modern, supports the asser- 
tion. In vain may we search Coke and 
Blackstone, or any other writer, for such 
@ position. If the learned Judge had 
consulted his law books he would have 
found that an estate, determinable by a 
certain eyent which must happen, is not 
a fee of any kind. An estate for one 
life cannot become a determinable fee ; 
neither can an estate, during the sur- 
vivorship of the longest liver of one 
thousend persons. And how an estate 
can become a determinable fee, which 
cannot possibly continue longer than the 
lives of the homestead takers and twen- 
ty-one years thereafter, certainly was 
never known to my Lord Coke or Sir 
William Blackstone, and seems to have 
awaited its paternity from Mr. Justice 
Dick. 

A determinihle fec is “a base or qual- 
ified fee ; or a conditional fee.” Exch 
of this species of fee had the chance of 
perpetual durability. 2 Bl. Com. 109. 
The homestead has not. It cannot pos- 
sibly last longer than two named lives 
in being and twenty-one years there- 
after. 

In the recent case of School Commit- 
tee v Kessler 67, N. C. 443. Chief Jus- 
tice Pearson says, there “has never been 
in force or in use in this State” such an 
estate asa base or qualified tee and 
never has been but one which resembled 
it, and that was the tenure by which the 
“Cherokee tribe of Indians held lands 
in the Western part of the State.” - 

The two opinions are irreconcilable. 
The Constitution of the State, in terms 

of law language well known in judicial 


interpetration, set apart for the home. | 


stead a life estate, with a limited 
tinuation thereof, if the hfe tenancy 
should end during the minority of any 
child. The homestead estate being thus 
set apart by the Constitution, it was 
left as a simple legal grant hike that of 
dower, affected only by one or two pro- 
vissions as to the capability of its dis- 
position, tu be construed, of course by 
the accepted rules of law which gov- 
erned all other freehold estates less than 
fees that were created by law. Then 
comes Mr. Justice Dick in aid of the 
grant and gives ita more sacred posi- 
tion than bad dower at common law, 
which stood under the same sbield of 
legal protection, side by side with life 
and liberty and clothes the estate in a 
mantle of his own manufacture, and 
gives itastatus hitherto unknown in 
landed estates, and a perfect novelty to 
legal minds. 

The common law in its wisdom had 
provided means to promote the pros- 
perity of the agricultural interests—the 
very foundation of life—by the doctrine 
of waste. Self-interest lying at the bot- 
tom of all ownership of property, it was 
deemed safe to leave the protection of 
real estate to such as had fees therein, 
or had the power to convert their estates 
into fees. The property being either 
disposable by will or descendible on the 
fami!y of the owner, he might be trusted 
more reliably taan any other person, to 
protect it from waste, and to improve 
/its value. Hence the owners of {fees in 
estates were intrusted with the guardian- 
ship of the public interest in the im- 
provement of reul estate; for that 
interest and their own were the same. 
But when estates were of short duration 
and created by law without the consent 
of the absolute owner, and were destined 
soon to pass from the occupier and his 
family, this self-interest no longer ex- 
isted to protect either the public or the 
owner iv fee. Hence the owner for life 
only could not be trusted ; Inasmuch as 
for temporary purposes and wich profit 
to himselt alone, he would be often 
temptcd to injure the estate to promote 
his own rrivate fortunes. The life tenant 
in curtesy, or dower, even if young, 
would say “why should I foster the 
growth of young timber trees which 
Ican never enjoy? I will convert them 
into fuel and save the expense of coalor 
costly transportation of wood. And it 
the tenant should be advanced in age 
he would exclaim: “why should I re- 
pair and keep up the buildings and 
other improvements? I can’t enjoy 


my death will be mine to bestow on 
others dear to me. I don’t like to work 
for others, unless they be dearer to me 


fering in want,” 

Such are the reasonings of tenants 
for life, who on death cease to enjoy 
either by self or family. Doubly active 
and powerful are the same motives 


tenants for shorter periods of time, as 
for one year, or for a few years. To 
prevent the evil consequences of such 
temptations, the common law in its 
wisdom interposed its restraints against 
waste. Now let us hear Mr. Justice 
Dick upon,the same subject : 

“As it was determined that the State 
had the power to create the homestead, 
there can be no constitutional objection 
to the law making power of the State 
throwing aronnd the homestead, while 
it exists, such safeguards as are necessary 
for its protection and complete enjoy- 
ment. 

“The act of 25th March, 1870, (which 
forbids the sale of the reversion) is not 
only constitutional, but it carries out 
the wise and beneficent policy of the 
Constitution of the State, in securing a 
home to a householder and his family, 
beyond the reach of legal process on the 
part of creditors. 

“The estate of the homestead, as cre- 
{ated by the Constitution, isa determir- 
able fee, and the tenant was not * in- 
peachable for waste,” even before the 
passage of the act above referred to. 
That act was intended to protect the 
owner of a homestead against any vex- 
atious litigation which might be insti- 
tuted by the purchaser of a reversionary 
interest. Such interest, if sold, would 
yield but little to an execution creditor 
in satisfaction of his debt, and in nine 
cases out of ten wou!d be purchased by 
speculators.” 

‘The entire interest and control of the 
homestead being now, by law, vested 
in the holder, encourages him to im- 
prove and beautify his home, make it 
more comfortable for himself and fami- 
ly, and more valuaiic to creditors at the 
expiration of the determinable estate. 
The Act also provides that the statute 
of limitations shall not run against the 
creditors of the holder of a homestead, 
during the existence of the estate.” 


So, it is the conclusion of his Honor, 
that the estate will be greatly improved 
by allowing to the life tenants and the 
minor children the utmost license to 
despoil the premises without restraivt 
of law. If this besound reasoning and 
practical sense, the common and statute 
laws have been very foolish trom time 
immemorial, and the wonderful discoy- 
ery was reserved for this new era in the 
progress of human advancement. 

Now, it is a clear rule of law that the 
owner of a fee may create a lease fur 
life or years to be held sans waste— 
(without waste). And so may the law 
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them long; and the cost of repairs, if 
invested in my own property, will be 
mine to enjoy so long as I live, and at 


than the mere remainder-man, who will 
come after me to enjoy the fruits of my 
labor, while my own family may be suf- 


which would govern the conduct of 


an estate with the same exemp- | 
tion either in dower or by curtesy ; but 
why has not the law done so, and under 
the new discovery of this learned Judge 
why does it not do so now? Simply 
because, as the wisdom of the old law 
tells us, the owner of the remainder or 
reversion would be probably subjected 
to great damages in the value of his es- 
tate by the waste committed by the life 
tenant in the pursuit of his own self- 
interest. Pray, why did the learned 
Judge resort to the device of announc- 
ing, that, by the rules of law an 
estate limited to A and B for their lives 
and the life of the survivor, and in case 
of their deaths then to the youngest 
child ti!l he arrive at twenty-one, was “a 
determinable fee,” when in fact, such an 
estate was never known under that 
name, until it was so christened in that 
opinion? The device of placing the 
homestead under the designation of “a 
determinable fee” was evidently adopted 
to screen it from the penalties and lia- 
bilities of waste done on the premises, 
Now, would it not have been better, 
and certainly more courteous to my Lord 
Coke and Sir William Blackstone, if 
the learned Judge had simply said, “we 
will regare the estate of homestead in 
the same light as if the grant had been 
made sans waste?” 

It is true that the in:erposition of 
these very substantial words would have 
been a bold judicial act, and perhaps 
alarming to the interpreters of constitu- 
tional language; but would there not 
have been more manliness in calling to 
account such jurists of the Convention 
as Rodman, who could have de- 
fended themselves, than to have insulted 
the learning of the renowned Cokés and

of the said amendments, those desiring 
such amendments to vote with the written 
or printed ticket ‘For Amendments,’ 
those of a contrary opinion to vote with a 
written or printed ticket, ‘Against Amend- 
ments.’”’ 

The attention of County Commissioners 
and Inspectors of the Election is also culled 
to the 4th section of said act of Assembly 
which provides that separate ballot-boxes 
shall be furnished for each amendment to 
be voted on.

A PROCLAMATION 


By the Governor of North Carolina. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
RALEIGH, June 10th, 1873. 


WHEREAS, Official information has been 
received at this Department that vacancies 
exists in the Senate branch of the General 
Assembly of North Carolina by reason of 
the resignation of Hiram E. Stilley and J.
